LONDON, May 8.—The govern- 


ment decided to treat Mr. 
Asqu¥h’s motion on the Gencral 
Maw affair as a vote of cen- 
sure/and has issucd a call to its 
sup ers to attend the House 
of mmons Thursday for a di- 


visign. This is taken to imply 
that the proposed inquiry, wheth- 
er by judges or a parliamentary 
committee, has been abandoned 
and that the matter has been left 
entirely to the judgment of the 
house. 


London, May 7.-—Andrew Bonar 
Law, chancellor of the exchequer, who 
is spokesman for the war cabinet in 
the House of Commons since the pre- 
mier’s duties in managing the war 
co not give him time for constant at- 
tendance in the house, told that body 
today that the cabinet had decided 
to entrust to a committee of two 
judges the investigation of the 
charges which Major-General F. B. 
Maurice, former chief director of mili- 
tary operations at the British war of- 
fice, made, that the cabinet had de- 
ceived the country in parliament about 
the army in France. 

Premier Asquith, who is always a 
s.pporter of parliamentary traditions, 
led the faction in the house which in- 


sisted the investigation be made by a} 


parliamentary committee. 

Former Premier Asquith gave no- 
tice that he would move for the ap- 
pointment of a committee from the 
house of commions to investigate the 
Maurice affair, instead of having the 
inquiry made by judges. ‘1s motion 
will be debated on Thursday. 

The letter of General Maurice was 
written to the morning papers, in 
which {t appeared today. 

It charges Mr. Bonar Law and Pre- 
mier Lloyd George with having inase 
misstatements in the house of cv 
mons with reference to military ms 
ters, and says they are the latest in a 
series recentiy made by the sovern- 
ment in parliamnt. | 

Mr, Bonar Law stood firm for a 
judicial inquiry, on the ground that} 
the deepest secrets of the conduct of 
the war were involved and the cabi-} 
net did not wish to reveal them to a} 
committee, which might not safe- 
guard them as the Judges would. There | 
will be a debate on tr, question | 
on Thursday, and in ‘ne meantime} 
it passes into the realms of 
speculation.

TO NEW CLAIMS 
FROM JAPANESE

Country Declared To Be in Com. 
plete Control of Japan, Says | 
Shanghai Paper 


CHANGHAT, Chi May 7.—The! 
Statement is made in the first issue 
of the Shanghai Gazette, which has 


mnade its appearancs under the editor- 
ship of Eugene Chen, that the Chinese 
government has agreed to new de- 
mands made by Japan which were of 
such a nature that the country has 
virtually been turned over to the Jap- 
anese, | 

The Gazette asserts it has been in-| 
formed by a high official at Pekin that} 
the Japanese demands are far more 
serious than those in group No, 5 of 
the famous twenty-one demands made 
by Japan in 1916. 

“Notwithstanding the fact that the 
utmost secrecy is being observed," | 
says the Gazette, “it may be stated 
safely that the following is not far; 
from the true terms of the agreemen:: 

Terms of Agreement | 

“Chinese expeditionary forces sent 
to Siberia shall be commanded by a} 
Japanese, | 

“Chinese police shall 
by Japanese officers, 

“Japan shall control all of China's 
arsenais and dockyards, 

“Japan shall have the privilege of, 
working mines in all parts of China. | 

“Special privileges shall be granted | 
to Japan in outer and inner Mongolia 
and the whole of Manchuria.

Provisions Board 

A dispatoh filled in Pekin April 4,| 
said it was reported there that Japan 
had supmitted a new series of de- 
mands to China, including complete 
control of China's finances, the pur-/ 
chase of 50 per cent. of China's am- 
munition in Japan, operation of Chin- 
eve iron mines and dockyards under 
Japanese control and recognition of) 
special Japanese interests in Mongolia 
as in Manchuria. ms 

Eugene Chen, an Angiicized China- 
nan, formerly was editor of the Pekin! 
Gazette, in which he carried on a cam 
paign against Japanese influence in 
China, denouncing the Chinese poy- 
ernment on the ground that it was, 
vielding to Japanese influence and} 
“gelling out China.” 

Chen Was Arrested 

A year ago he was arrested in I'e- 
kin, after his paper hed published an 
article to the effect that the premier

Maurice Has Strong Support 


Gen. Maurice has strong support 
from the portion of the army behind 
him. How strong remains to be seen. 
Critics of the premier have accused 
{him of trying to shoulder upon the 
army what they allege have been his 
mistakes, and a newspaper controver- 
\sy has been going on snice the begin- 
ining of the German offensive which 
| may be described as the army against 
the politicians, the gist of which has 
been that the cabinet has overridden 
its military advisers in matters of 
| strategy and especially in regard to 
\the military demands for men on the 
western front. This quarrel has come 
ito a crisis, which is now likely to be 
settled and the air cleared.

We are even for- 
bidden to criticize the government tn 
the enforcement of the new military 
order which was passed while parlia- 
ment was in session, the explanation 
to the house being endorsed in a eub- 
sequent secret session, The order 
came like a bolt from the blue to the 
Central U.F.A. officers. Its explana 
tion can be gained from a glance at 
the war map, And we haven't touch-/ 
ed the bottom yet, But good rules and 
democracy cinnot be blighted from 
the earth. The only thing our sons,/ 
fathers and brothers can fear at the| 
front is, not death, suffering, nor re-j;

With the American Army in France, 
May 7—American prisoners of war are 
being shamefully treated in German 
prison camps, if all have had the ex- 
perience of an American interviewed

Frenchman's story, as told to American 
officers, follows: }

“A short time before I left Hemelin, 
Hanover, I was able to have a few 
minutes interview with an American 
soldier who was taken prisoner several 
months ago on the French front, 

“Being unwounded, he was assigned 
directly to a prison camp. Weakened 
by excessive work, he was forced to go 
in the salt mines and being unable to 


stay longer, he was sentenced to 
Hamelin, 
In Salt Mines, 
“The man_ told me that during the 


three months he was in the Harz mines 
he had lost 33 pounds. Hé was a man 
who was solidly built and it could be 
easily seen that he had been vigorous 
and healthy, but when I saw him he 
was incredibly thin and so weak that 
he could hardly cross a room, 
“Englishmen are also badly treated 
in the mines.. I found out that three 
of seven men who were sent to Hamelin 
died. Package service does not exist 
in the mines and the prisoners receive 
practically nothing. Their only nour- 
ishment is from thin soup made of 
barley or cabbage, sometimes salted 
codfish eggs and those of other fish 
which it is impossible to eat. There 


|are few potatoes and very little bread. 


It is impossible for a man to work 
without becoming sick or weakened to 
the point of falling down, 

“The men are struck with rifle butts 
and the flat sides of bayonets and are 
placed in dark cells on bread and 
water. These cells are known to the 
mine prisoners as ‘hot chambers’ as 
they are heated by steam to a high 
temperature, After the men are held 
in these cells, they are turned out in 
the snow, where they are required to 
stand at ‘attention’ for a certain length 
of time. Needless to say, deaths are 
frequent.”

At a recent meeting when the matter 
was considered by joint committees of the 
two bodies, it was decided that each com- 
mittee should report and recommend that 
in exchange for the College avenne site 
the city council shonld give the school 
board the old hogpital site on Royle street, 
consisting of lots 9 to 22 and 31 to 44, 
block 12, river lots 12 and 14, and assessed 
at $54,000, together with property in Peace 
avenue consisting of lots 99 to 103 and 
124 to 126, block 14, H.B.R., assessed at 
$41,600,

The situation is this, that at one time 
the city owned land in the locality which 
was used for a nuisance ground, while a 
syndicate in which A. E. Jackson and Al- 
fred Brown were members, were the own- 
ers of adjoining property. In 1905, when 
the district was laid out the city required 
land for streets, and this land was given 
by the syndicate on condition that the city 
cleaned up the old nuisance ground, and 
dedicated it as a park, with 66-foot roads 
on all four sides, This agreement was 
carried out, and it is contended that all 
purchasers of property in the vicinity, by 
reason of the agreement, have a vested in- 
terest in the park and the right to claim 
that it shall be kept to its dedication un- 
der the agreement. Subsequently the city 


was allowed to erect temporary car barns 


on the prpperty, and when the new barns 
were built the old buildings were allowed 
to be used by the school board as techni- 
eal school buildings, on short term leases, 
The buildings only occupy a portion of 
the site and the remainder has been used 
for tennis courts.

Uniform Schoo] Books, 
The heads of the educational 


departments of the four provinces |

The new schedule of street rail- 
way rates is based on the notion 
that people have been getting bet- 
ter service than they have been 
paying for.

for a month or two to seed it. Once 
the seed is in the ground there is 
a space of time before harvest that 
permits readjustments of labor 
and finance to be made so that the 
crop might be reaped and finally 
turned into bread and fighting 
force, But if the seed has not been 
sown, or if it is not sown at the 
right season the chapter is closed 
for a year, and what may happen 
in. that year God alone knows. 

What the reason for the govern- 
ment’s sudden change of conscrip- | 
tion policy was, the public do not 
know.

The people of Jassy could not forget 
that General Averescu was a former 
seheel chum of Field Marshal von 
Mackensen and & great admirer and 
student of German military methods, 

It was generally believed that Count 
Czernin’s visit to the Reumanian king 
was suggested to the enemy by Gen- 
eral Averescu who, a few days before, 
had paid @ secret visit to Field Mar- 
sha] von Mackensen, without the ap- 
proval of King Ferdinand or the Rou- 
manian eabinet, Averescu immedi- 
ately became the acknowledged Jeader 
of the “peace at any price” party, 

The initiating .of the Roumanian 
treaty, announced from Berlin Mon- 
day will be a bitter experience for 
Queen Marie, who persisted for months 
in hoping against hope that it would 
be possible to avert the conclusion of 
what she regarded as a dishonorable 
peace. She has never wavered or 
faltered in her devotion to the cause 
of the Entente Allies and in her hos-
